Kojo  Botsio,  Foreign  Minister  of 
Ghana,  and  Katema  Yfrou,  For- 
eign Minister  of  Ethiopia.  Alger- 
ian officials  said  their  talks  cen- 
tered on  the  proposed  OAU  meet- 
ing £uid  “general  measures  to 
strengthen  African  unity.” 

Botsio  and  Yfrou  arrived  by 
special  jet  plane  from  Rabat,  Mo- 
rocco. Ethiopian  Emperor  Haile 
Selassie,  currently  in  Morocco  on 
what  is  believed  to  be  a peace- 
making mission,  is  scheduled  to 
visit  Algeria  sometime  during 
the  coming  week. 

Algerian  ambassadors  in  Afri- 


can capitals  have  been  instructed 
to  press  for  the  OAU  meeting  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Morocco  did  not  sign  the  OAU 
charter  when  it  was  drawn  up 
last  May  in  Addis  Ababa,  Ethio- 
pia. It  protested  the  signature  of 
Mauritania,  which  it  claims. 

The  Algerian  Defense  Minis- 
try announced  Saturday  that 
“fierce'  fighting”  was  under  way 
with  Moroccan  troops  in  the  dis- 
puted border  area.  It  said  heavy 
troop  reinforcements  had  been 
ordered  tp  the  South  Sahara  reg- 
ion.

The  powerful  'Pokes  with  quar- 
terback Tom  Wilkinson  at  the 
reins  proved  to  fans  in  Laramie 
Saturday  that  Wyoming  owns  the 
fastest  draw  in  the  WAC  if  not 
the  entire  intermountain  west  as 
they  rolled  their  way  over  the 
Cougars  41-14. 

THE  GAME  WAS  the  Cow- 
boys’ homecoming  game  in  addi- 
tion to  being  the  'Pokes’  confer- 
ence opener,  and  15,000  Wyoming 
fans  were  hardiy  disappointed. 
Ace  sophomore  Tom  Wilkinson 
geared  the  Wyoming  attack  with 
bullet-like  passing,  tossing  two 
tou(^down  passes  in  the  process, 
setting  up  three  othehs,  and  scor- 
ing one  himself. 

Play  after  play  was  worked 
with  such  accuracy  that  the  Cou- 
gars were  left  in  a daze.  BYU. 
going  into  the  game  a 13-point 
underdog,  never  challenged  for 
the  lead. 

WILKINSON  set  up  the  first 
of  Wyoming’s  five  touchdowns 
with  a 17-yard  pass  in  the  open- 
ing minutes  -of  the  first  period. 
Five  plays  later  Wilkinson  scor- 
ed the  Rawhiders’  first  points  on 
a one-yard  plunge  off  tackle. 
George  Squires,  the  Wranglers’ 
English  import,  booted  the  extra 
point. 

The  next  time  Wyoming  got 
the  ball  they  scored  again,  this 
time  on  a three-yard  run  by  Gary 
McLean  with  one  minute  and  sev- 
enteen seconds  remaining  in  the 
first  quarter.  A bad  pass  from 
center  sailed  over  Squires’  head, 
foiling  the  conversion  attempt. 

BEGINNING  in  the  second 
period  it  looked  as  though  the 
Cats’  new  Y-offense  might  be 
starting  to  jell.  Operating  from 
a modified  T-formation  for  the 
first  time  in  three  years  the  Cats, 
under  the  quarterbacking  of 
Doug  Warden  and  Randy  Auten- 
tico,  got  their  attack  going,  with 
Alan  Robinson  finally  scoring 
from  12  -yards  out.  Frank  Baker’s 
kick  split  the  uprights  in  usual 
Baker  fashion. 

The  ’Pokes  then  buckled  down 
and  combined  a 25-yard  pass  from 
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Wilkinson  to  Squires,  and  a 26- 
yard  run  by  Squires  to  set  up  the 
third  touchdown.  The  score  came 
on  a Wilkinson  aerial  snagged  by 
Delaney  with  6:24  remaining  in 
the  half.  The  Cowboys  sent  Wil-

kinson  on  a keeper  for  a two- 
point  conversion  to  regain  the 
point  lost  on  the  second  score. 

MINUTES  later  Ted  Kaegbein 
recoverd  a fumble  bn  the  BYU 
seven  to  set  up  Squires’  first 
fieldgoal  of  the  season,  the  kick 
coming  from  24  yards  out  and 


giving  'the  Cowboys  a 24-7  half- 
time lead. 

The  ’Pokes  picked  up  in  the 
►second  half  right  wliere  they  left 
off  the  first  with  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  Wyoming  second 
string  making  no  evident  differ- 
ence. A Wilkinson  pass  deftly 
found  its  way  into  the  arms  of 
Delaney  for  a 48-yard  scoring 
play.  Squires  converted. 

Later  in  the  third  period  Rick 
Desraarias  went  across  from  the 
BYU  three.  Squires’  kick  was 
again  perfect. 

The  Cowboys’  final  score  came 
in  the  last  minutes  of  the  third 
period  on  a 41-yard  field  goal  by 
Squires. 

THE  COUGARS,  picked  by 
many  as  preseason  conference  fa- 
vorites, came  up  with  a fourth 
quarter  touchdown  drive.  The  cli- 
max came  when  fullback  John 
Malarsie  plunged  across  the  line 
from  about  one  inch  out.  Baker’s 
kick  was  good  but  it  couldn’t 
wipe  out  the  defeat,  the  Cougars* 
fourth  of  the  1963  campaign.

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Two  Geology  Teachers 
Receive  $20,000  Grants

Two  grants  of  $20,000  have 
been  awarded  to  two  members  of 
the  BYU  geology  department  by 
the  National  Science  Foundation. 

Dr.  Kenneth  Hamblin  and  Dr.« 
Keith  Rigby  will  each  use  their 
grants  for  research  into  rock 
structure  and  fossils. 

DK.  HAMBLIN’S  project  is 
X-raying  the  intcmal  structure  of 
rocks.  A BYU  graduate,  he  took 
his  Ph.D.  at  the  University  of 
Michigan  in  1958  and  returned  to 
teach  only  this  semester. 

There  are  three  separate  pro- 
cesses for  three  separate  experi- 
ments. Ordinary  X-rays  are  taken 
of  sandstone.  This  gives  them  in- 
formation about  the  origin  of  the 
locks  and  the  “environment  of 
deposition.” 

ON  OBE  TEXTURES  they  use 
a process  called  “stereoscopic 
radiography.”  This  involves  tak- 
ing X-rays  from  two  different 
vantage  points  and  merging  them 
with  a stereoscope.  The  result  is 
that  they  can  look  into  the  rock 
as  if  it  were  transparent  and  get 
a three-dimensional  view  of  it. 

Information  this  process  yields 
is  on  how  the  ore  was  deposited 
and  possible  methods  of  refining 
it. 

A third  process  is  “cinema”  or 
motion-picture  X-rays,  of  water, 
oil  or  natural  gas  moving 
through  the  rock  under  pressure. 

DR.  HA3IBLIN  developed  -this 


process  at  the  University  of  Kan- 
sas where  he  worked  for  five 
years  and  used  it  for  a year  at 
the  University  of  Georgia. 

The  grant,  which  may  be  re- 
newable, will  finance  about  18 
months  of  research. 

DR.  J.  KEITH  RIGBY,  associ- 
ate professor  of  geology  since 
1953,  was  awarded  a grant  of 
$20,000  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  to  enable  him  to 
complete  his  studies  of  fossil 
sponges  in  North  America, 

According  to  Dr.  Rigby  the 

10,000  will  be  primarily  used  in 
traveling,  visiting  museums,  and 
making  and  re-evaluating  collec- 
tions. 

After  receiving  his  B.S.  in  1948 
and  his  M.S.  in  1950  from  BYU, 
Dr.  Rigby  continued  his  studies 
at  Columbia  University  and  ob- 
tained his  Ph.D.  degree  in  geol- 
ogy in  1952. 

ONE  OF  FOUR  men  studying 
fossil  sponges  in  the  U.  S.,  Dr. 
Rigby  has  been  studying  the  sig- 
nificant fossil  sponges  of  the 
Cambrian,  Ordovician,  and  Silur- 
ian periods  for  the  last  nine 
years. 

He  hopes  to  make  a major  con- 
tribution to  an  understanding  of 
geological  time  and  of  fossil 
sponge  ecology.  This  will  add  to 
the  already  outstanding  BYU  col- 
lection.
